In Korea, however, there are only 
two occupying Powers; the Sovict 
Union in the coal-producing zone 
north of the 38th parallel and the 
U.S.A. in the southern, far more 
industrially developed area. “Vor 
some months there was little, if 
any, liaison between the two mili- 
tary ‘governments and two dif- 
ferent policies were adopted. The 
Russians encouraged political de- 
velopment, land reform and pub- 
lic control of financial and indus- 
trial organisations, whilst the 
Americans, using the ‘excuse that 
the Koreans were insufficiently 
trained, kept Japanese officials in 
key positions, Last December, 
after the Moscow. Conference, a 
joint Soviet-American commission 
was set up to prepare, with the 
aid of the Korean democratic 
parties, proposals for a Provisional | 
Government, which were to be { 
submitted for the approval of the 
Chinese, British, Russian and 
American Governments. — This 
joint commission, which met in 
Scoul, capital of the American 
Zone, in’ March, collapsed a 
month ago because the two oc- 
cupying, Powers could find no 
basis of agreement.” The Ameri- 
cans proposed thg unification of 
Korea; the Russians argued that 
this was outside the terms of re- 
ference and in any case was a mat- 
ter for the Koreans’ to decide. 
But what groups of Koreans 
could be regarded by both Pow- 
ers as competent to take decisions, 
is-not ¢lear. The Americans re- 
fused from the beginning to co- 
operate with the Korean libera- 
tion committees Whicli_ came into 
thé open.soon after Hiroshima, 
used Japanese police to suppress 
them and allowed Japanese quis- 
lings to remain in office. ‘They 
then stimulated the landowners 
and big business party (the 
Korean Democratic Party) and 
brought back two Korean exiles, 
Kim Koo and Synhman_ Rhee, j 
who regarded the liberation com- 
mittees with about 7as much ap- 
proval as Chiang Kai-shek — re- 
gards the Yenan regime.

Nuernberg, June 18. 

Led Justice Lawrence, Pre- 
aident of the War Crimes tri- 
bunal, pulled =oup Baron Von 
Papen four times today fer his 
lengthy’ descriptions of events 
Icading to the formation of Hit- 
ler’4 «government in January, 
1933. 

“The defendant is going into 
far too much unnecessary de- 
tails,” Lord Justice Lawrence 


said. 

On Mareh 21, 1933, 
Papen, as Vice-Chnncellor in 
Hitler's government signed an 
amnesty deeree—described - by. 
the proscention as sanefioning 
political murder—liberating any 
one who had committed murder, 
or any other crime in the seven 
weeks of terror following the 
Nazi advent to power. 

Von Papen asserted that the 
decree was merely the “last na- 
tural conclusion,” following the | 
revolutionary period, 

There were many parallels for , 
such decree in Germany history, 
he said. 

“L saw no danger in the tem- 
porary applicatipn of the one- 
party system" under the Nazi 
regime, added Yon Papen. There 
were good examples in Portugal 
and Turkey, where it: function- 
ed well, 

“Phere hardest: accusation I 
face ig-that 1. us a Catholic, am 
supposed to have co-operated in 
the conspiracy against world 
pence.”

Chinese as “tseng 


yip in tsoi’ and “hung yip 
in tsoi” respectively. ae 


The red amaranth may be ground at any time of 
the year and the green variety from as early as 


January to as late as October. 


You may try 


both varieties, at the same time but sow each 


kind separately. 

Because the amaranth 
extremely quick 
table, being generally ready, to 
be picked for the tablo from 
thirty days onwards from seed 
sowing, it Is often planted as 
an inter-crop, together with 
string beans, Chinese vegetable 
gardeners usually plant string 
in rows and sow 
amaranth = seeds immediately 
practice so you are advised to 
afterwards. This is not a good 
wait for ten days at Jeast until 
your string bean plants are 
about six inches high before 
xuwing the amaranth secds, The 
reason for this is that once the 
string bean plant is well csfab- 
lished you can anfely and easily 
rake and prepare the soil to 
give it a good tilth, Break up all 
luhps before sowing as the 
seeds «lo best in loose powdery 
soil, 
will thrive better 
quicker, and you will be more 
than umply compensated for 
youu apparent loss of ten days. 
Small Seeds - 

The seeds of the amaranth 
are extremely small, black and 
very glossy. They are always 
sown broadcast. .«The usual 
method is to mix an ounce of 
seeds thdroughly with a flower 
potful of fine dry sand, carth, 
oy dust, A small single hand- 
ful of this mixture is then taken 
and broadcast or spread as 
evenly as pessible over the area 
to be sown, When doing this. 
yo over the ground from right 
to left, sideways, and back- 
wards, for only by so doing will 
the seeds be evenly distributed. 
Since the seeds are very small 
take care you do not plant: too 
thickly, After sowing, take up 
your weeding rake and holding 
it at right angles to the ground, 
scratch the surface soil very 
lightly, up and down and side- 
ways. ‘The purpose f this is 
firstly to cover the seeds with 
a little ‘soil’and secondly to 
spread them out more evenly, 
Water every morning and after 
sunset, using a watering can or 
tin with very small holes. Never 
pour water directly on to the 
soil as, in this way, you will 
form holes and wash away the 
seeds, : 

Within twenty-four hours the 
little seeds will germinate and 
in four daya the young plants 
are well above the ground. If 
your broadcast of the seeds was 
done with an. even hand there
